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Musings on the Antenna Season Horn 
and other Issues

At the last dinner meeting | was entrusted with 
the Antenna Season Horn. Bill, VE3AJ used to use it to 
signal the beginning and end of antenna season. Of 
course we all know antenna season here in Thunder Bay 
starts in November and ends some time before the end of 
March. Anyone can put up an antenna in the summer 
months but it takes a Northerner to do it right in January. 


But, it also got me to thinking about some of the 
other “treasures” we have had over the years in the 
LARC. Many clubs have this kind of history. | am sure 
some of you are aware that the ARRL has a few historical 
items as well. The most famous being the “Wouff Hong”. 
This is a wooden device that has been around for many 
years. Its original application was to “convince” operators 
who did not follow good CW operating procedures to 
mend their ways. The nearest modern equivalent would 
be a2 x 4 with a nail in it. 


Well, after 75 years the LARC also has its share 
of treasures. Over the next little while | would like to 
share some of my recollections of some of them with you. 


Probably the most famous of the LARC objects 
was the Brass Door Knob. This was a life size hand 
made out of steel. All the fingers were in a fist except the 


index finger. You know the sign. Attached to the 
outstretched index finger was a Brass Door Knob. It was 
mounted in a resin base and then it was mounted on a 
nicely finished piece of wood. As | recall it was painted a 
golden colour and actually looked quite nice. Phil, 
VE3AXL made it in the mid to late 1970's. 


It was awarded at the dinner meeting to the Ham 
who managed to time out the repeater most often. It was 
sometimes called the “Grip to Talk” award. 


One of its more notable winners, several years 
running was Arnold Chambers, VE3JAA who has been a 
silent key for many years now. Arnold loved to talk and 
quite often 3 minutes was just not enough.

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RAC Director's Report

As of 1 January, | am now your representative on the Board 
of Directors of RAC. 


This is the first of what | intend to be monthly reports to 
Amateur Radio Clubs in Northern and Eastern Ontario. This 
will be one means by which I can keep RAC members 
informed of my activities on your behalf. Please consider 
this an invitation to contact me with your concerns and 
comments about RAC and Amateur Radio. 


Just before | assumed office, | spoke with Bill Unger VE3XT 
of Thunder Bay. 


Bill graciously agreed to serve as an Assistant Director. Bill 
is well-known and well-regarded, especially among 
Amateurs in Northern and North-western Ontario, and brings 
innumerable strengths and experience to RAC. 


On 16 January, | participated in the monthly RAC Board 
meeting by telephone conference call. 


The single most important matter that came up was a report 
from a committee led by RAC Mid- West Director Bj Madsen 
VE5FX recommending a significant restructuring of Amateur 
Radio licensing in Canada. The key recommendation was to 
create a new Foundation Licence as an entryway into 
Amateur Radio. Many of you may have worked stations in 
the UK signing M3, MM3, MW3 or MI3 call signs. These are 
new Amateurs licenced under a process that became a 
model for the committee's recommendation. The full details 
of this proposal should appear on the RAC website in 
February. 


| agree with the proposal, although my mind is still open to 
other opinions. 


The key things | find attractive are: 


- there is a clear requirement for any new Amateur to have a 
mentor, someone who will help guide the new ham's first 
steps in Amateur Radio 


- a practical test will require the prospective Amateur to 
actually demonstrate the basics of connecting up equipment 
and antennas 


- just to take the exam, a prospective Amateur must have 
made a certain minimum number of contacts on both HF and 
VHF+ made under the guidance of a licensed Amateur 


- licences expire with no renewals after three years. To 
upgrade to a higher, permanent class of licence, a 
Foundation licencee must produce a log showing at least 
250 contacts 


- getting an Amateur licence will require an investment of 
time and energy not only by the new Amateur, but by 
established Amateurs as well. 


The RAC Board have asked that committee for 
recommendations on its implementation. The Board have 
not yet officially adopted the report as RAC policy, and we 
have not yet recommended it to Industry Canada. There's 
still plenty of time for you to comment, and | want to hear 
from you. 


RAC HF Band Planning Committee 


Sadly, this committee went very quiet at a critical time: our 
former committee chair simply failed to communicate with 
the members over a prolonged period. Consequently, when 
the major changes in US sub-band allocations on 80, 40 and 
15 metres, RAC was caught flat-footed. The committee has 
been re-ignited by our new chair, Bob Nash VE3KZ of Milton 
ON. 


Bob is supported by a group of dedicated HF operators from 
coast to coast, including Ontario representative John Connor 
VE3TG of Ottawa. You can contact either Bob or John with 
your suggestions or concerns using their @rac.ca or 
callbook addresses. 


The matter of interference to Canadian 80m SSB nets was 
raised by RAC President Earle Smith VE6NM, who was a 
guest at the ARRL's annual board meeting in January. 
There have been clear cases of deliberate interference to 
some Canadian nets by a very few US Amateurs. RAC 
anticipates ARRL will take effective action on these matters 
very shortly. 


I'd like to remind one and all that no net has any contracted 
right to any particular frequency at any particular time. The 
first person on any particular frequency at any particular 
moment is the only one with any priority. If a traditional net 
frequency is occupied by someone else at net time, you may 
ask the occupant to move, but if they decline, it is 
responsibility of the net controller to find another frequency 
for that session of the net. Politeness and courtesy works 
both ways. 


RAC Staff Changes 


In November, RAC lost one of our greatest strengths. 
Debbie Norman VA3RGM, RAC's long- serving General 
Manager, passed away from cancer. Debbie's corporate 
knowledge can never be replaced. Amateur Radio, and 
RAC in particular, were extremely fortunate to have sucha 
skilled, agreeable person handling the business side of 
keeping RAC going. 


We are also losing the services of Guy Charron VA3FZA, 
who has retired to pursue his many other interests. Guy was 
a long-time volunteer at RAC HQ, then a part-time 
employee, and latterly worked virtually full-time at the RAC 
office over the last several months. He has beena 
tremendous source of strength.

EXAMPLES OF THE PHILLIPS CODE 


The Phillips code was developed to bring the 
sending operator's skill up toward that of the 
receiving operator, who typically could receive 
much faster than anyone could send by hand. 
Phillips code is a systematic, rigid system of 
abbreviations used along with normal spelling of 
all other words, and cuts total transmission time 
about in half. There were about 6000 
abbreviations under this long-used system. It was 
used in commercial press (news) transmissions. A 
skilled operator could easily keep up, typing out 
the words in full as fast as the sender could hand 
send, but he didn't dare let his mind wander. 


Words were cut to their "backbone", leaving only 
the letters that carry the brunt of their 
pronunciation. See the list below for how this was 
done. Abbreviated words were modified by, e.g., 
adding "d" for the past tense of verbs and "g" for - 
ing; "s" was added to nouns for their plural; some 
words added "b" forable. 

A couple of simple examples of text are given 
here. 


Example of 188 letters reduced to 116 (?) 61.7%:- 
"T DCN CD MEAN T END F UNPRECEDENTED 
TWO Y CDY BTL, T FS D US X A SURROGATE 
MOTHER WS TKN TO TRL FO BACKING OUT O 
AN AGM TO TURN OV A CHILD SHE BORE UND 
CAK." Translated into normal text, it says:- 


"The decision could mean the end of the 
unprecedented two year custody battle, the first in 
the United States in which a surrogate mother was 
taken to trial for backing out of an agreement to 
turn over a child she bore under contract." 


In addition to these there were a large number of 
very short special abbreviations for phrases 
common in news releases, such as for "President 
of the United States," etc. Usually these consisted 
of 3 - 5 letters, very brief.

Modified Amateur Equipment is Not Legal 


There have been several seizures of equipment recently in BC. Spectrum Management Officers in the Interior seized amateur 
radios that had land mobile channels illegally installed. The people in possession of these radios were not authorized to pos- 
sess the equipment even if the radios had not been modified. 


A modified amateur radio was also seized at a commercial vehicle road check carried out in the Lower Mainland in coopera- 

tion with other federal and provincial agencies. The radio was found in an illegally modified state and was programmed to op- 
erate on unauthorized frequencies. An application for forfeiture of this radio was made to the Federal Prosecution branch and 
was successful. The radio has now been forfeited to the Crown. 


Road Checks Lead to Forfeited Radios 


The most common discrepancies found are: 

Installation of illegal frequencies, such as RCMP channels. 

Amateur radios illegally modified to hold land mobile frequencies. 

Amateur radios in the possession of people who are not certified to operate them. 
A 500 watt amplifier installed on a CB radio. 

Front programmable radios. 

In addition to tickets issued under the Federal Contraventions Act, some radio users were issued warning tickets and given a 
short time to correct their discrepancies. Some equipment was surrendered voluntarily and other radios were seized by Spec- 
trum Management Officers. One order for forfeiture of seized radio equipment has been granted. Several court cases are 
pending as a result of these road checks. Thou Dav envE? Is IEredVESEAL
